Womto ill Industry: The pressure of "War has forced 
Tromen into new fields of labor -with great rapidity. 
Their employment is extending and changing daily. 
Thev are subjected to new dangers and risks to health. 
I am of the opinion, that legislation alone cannot take 
care of these problems, but that the care of women in 
industry and the preservation of home and motherhood 
will require the most anxious and solicitous oversight 
from day to day by the State through women's aid. 
To that end I should use every effort -to put and keep 
that superTision on the highest plane of sympathy and 
active support for women in industry throughout the 
State. 
Food and Markets: The lands of the State can yield 
a huge increase of food, but the farmux must have 
labor," capital, fertilizers and machinery to secure the 
increase. I estimate that over 2.000.000 acres of unpro- 
ductive land can be brought into tillage. The State 
can aid in all these things. Production is better than 
conservation. 
Production is multiplication; conserva- 


tion is adddition. The true aid to production is to get 
the farmers a larger share of what the consumer pays. 
That means real markets, more direct deliveries and 
fewer middlemen. 
\, 


The war laborer and the housewife feel the rising cost 
of food. 
The consumer pays a dollar for what the 


farmers sells for forty cents. Ten cents more for the 
farmer and ten cents less for the consumer would help 
each of them. 
Good markets will save more than 


enough in COSE of handling to meet the increased cost 
of production. The cost of handling should be reduced. 
Transportation: 
"Upon transport of food, file! and 


materials, rest our whole war effort. 
The railroads 


have reached their limit, but the State can relieve great 
congestion by developing the use of the Barge Canal, 
the Hudson Eiver and its Harbor. The public believes^ 
tha the Canal is completed. That is not the case. At 
several points boats must use the old Erie Canal. As a 
chain is no stronger than its weakest link, so a Canal 
is no deeper than its shallowest spot. Until the shallow 
spots are deepened the canal is not ready. Until the 
canal is ready the barges cannot be used." nor will they, 
be built by private capital in war time. 
The canal should be completed at once. Barges should 
be built and operated by z combination of public capi- 
tal and private enterprise. 
Fuel and Power: The Barge Canal taps the anthracite 
region within 75 miles of Cayuga Lake, and when eom~ 
pleted can supply fuel for industrial New York from 
that point. The building of the canal has created an 
estimated 100,000 water horse-power. This should be 
developed electrically at once for the relief of our 
manufacturers and "the fuel supply. The State should 
act at once to develop the general water power in its 
boundaries. 
3Ir. ilcAdoo suggests that the water 


power of the country should be used to drive our rail- 
ways. 
Xew York State has 1.500,000 undeveloped 


water horse-power. 
The use of all our resources of 


water-power, fish, food and game, under the general 
head of conservation, should be pushed vigorously. 


I approve the Saratoga platform, especially its position on the Referendum on 
Prohibition and the Federal Suffrage Amendment. 


Governor Whitman has toured the State fiddling political strings when all his 
brains were needed for war. His re-election would mean two years more 
of insignificance. 


To carry out a real war program there remains the choke between Mr. Smith and myself. Mr. SmitK 
has spent his life in the politics of New York City and in the Legislature at Albany. He has no busi- 
ness but office. I do not think he will claim he is familiar with the problems of farming or transporta- 
tion. His nomination does not assure a business conduct of our war program. New York Stale mud 
cany on War as a business and should hace a business man for Governor.
